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This is in response to the request for correction of patent appUcation publication under 
37 CFR 1.221(b), which was fQed on January 2, 2003. 

The request is DISMISSED. 

The instant request is that the application be republished because.the patent application 
publication was published using the a copy of the translated provisional application, not translated 
nonprovisional application, which is a material mistake. 

37 CFR 1.221(b) is applicable "only when the Office makes a material mistake which is apparent 
from OflBce records. A material mistake must affect the public's ability to appreciate the 
technical disclosure of the patent application publication, to determine the scope of the patent 
application publication, or to determine the scope of the provisional rights that an applicant may 
seek to enforce upon issuance of a patent.^ The instant request does not identify a material 
mistake in the publication made by the Office: 

The instant request alleges that the Office published a translation of the provisional application 
which is the wrong specification. On April 17, 2002, applicant filed two copies of the English 
translation of the specification filed in French. Each of the two translations include a certification 
that "[t]hat the attached is, to the best of RWS Group pie knowledge and belief, a true translation 
in the English language of the specification in French filed with the apphcation for a patent in the 

U.S.A. on ^ under additionally the specification placed in the center of the file and used 

for the publication inclu3es a cover letter stating that it is a "Submission of English Language 
Translation of Provisional Application Under 37 CFR 1.52(d)(2)". While applicant argues that 
the Office published the wrong specification and is using the wrong specification as the originally 
filed specification, there is no indication in the application papers that the translations are different 
or that one over the other should have been used as the specification. 

The error identified by applicant is not an Office mistake, which is apparent from the Office 
records as required by 37 CFR 1.221(b). However, in view of applicant's explanation, the other 
translation has been moved to the center of the file jacket and scanned into Office records as the 
copy of the application as filed.

Such a request for republication "must include a copy of the 
application in compliance with the OflBce's electronic filing system requirements and be 
accompanied by the publication fee set forth in § 1. 18(d) and the processing fee set forth in 
§ 1 . 17(i)." If the request for republication does not comply with the electronic filing system 
requirements, the republication will not take place and the publication fee set forth in § 1 . 1 8(d) 
will be refunded. The processing fee will be retained.
